The average age of the students of 
the m ain University at Austin for 
the session of 1902-03 was LH years. 
At tliis departm ent. 
132 counties 
were represented, besides 14 states 
and two foreign countries. Six hun­ 
dred and th irty -six out of eight hun­ 
dred and thirty-tw o students of the 
main University were native born 
Texans. Of this same number, 318 
earned the m oney they expended on 
their education, while 
174 either 
wholly or partly defrayed their ex­ 
penses by work while in attendance 
at the University. Almost every oc­ 
cupation and trade are represented 
by the parents of the students, far­ 
mers, merchants, lawyers, stockmen, 
teachers, real estate agents, bankers, 
ministers, railroad men, and drum ­ 
mers, coming in the order named. 
This institution derives its susten­ 
ance from the whole people and it is 
right that every class be represented 
on the rolls of its students body.
